Spain Issues Anti- 
Tuberculosis Stamp 


From Carlos Lenze of Madrid, 
Spain, comes a new set of Anti- 
Tuberculosis stamps issued by 
Spain, 

The set is of four values for 
regular postage and one stamp for 
airmail. All are in two colors, the 
postage design is the same on the 
four stamps and the cross is in an 
added color of deep red, The 
stamp pictures a Knight in armor 
on horseback with drawn sword, 
attacking a dragon. 

The colors and denominations 
are 10c orange; 20c plus 5c gray; 
40c plus 10e purple and 80c plus 
10e ultramarine. It will be noted 
that the latter three stamps are 
of the Charity nature with sur- 
tax while the 10c value has no 
surtax, 











The airmail stamp is oblong in 
form and pictures a dove with 
olive branch. The stamp is orange 
red with the eross in a deep 
cherry red. 





Both the postage and airmail 
stamp bear dates 1945-1946 and 
we are advised that these stamps 
were placed on sale December 22, 
1945 and will’remain on sale un. 
til January 2, 1946.

I have asked many 
collectors of U. S. about this var- 
iety and I have yet to find anyone 
who has ever seen such a pair be- 
fore, and now of course comes the 
one ‘you pictured in your issue 
of December 6th.” 





OMAHA TO HAVE CIGAR 
AND CIGARET TAX STAMPS

Silver Jubilee Of Air 
Mail Service In Colombia 





Columbia has just issued a set 
of three stamps to commemorate 
the silver jubilee of the first regu- 
lar Scadta flight between Barran- 
quilla and Giradot, which was 
made on Oct. 20, 1920. The set 
includes the following denomina- 
tions: 20 cent-avo. light green, an 
aerial view of an Andean moun- 
tain pass; 30c. pale ultramarine, 
picture of the Junkers monoplane 
which made the initial flight 
twenty-five years ago, and 50 pale 
rose, a view of historic Cartagena 
from the fortress battlement. 

Air-mail service in Columbia 
really began on June 18, 1919, 
when the controversial two cent- 
avo “Columbia air-mail #1” was 
issued to frank mail carried be- 
tween Barranquilla and Puerto 
Colombia. However, within the 
next sisteen months, Compania 
Colombiano de Navegacion Aerea 
obtained an official contract to 
carry the mails between Barran- 
quilla and Cartagena, and issued 
provisional stamps to frank mail 
transported over that route. Later 
that year the Sociedad Colombo- 
Alemana de Transportes Aereos 
(Scadta), a German _ enterprise, 
was organized and undertook this 
service, which was a private ser- 
vice with governm irae 

Sceadta remained operation 
until June 1940, when i merged 
with Servicio Aereo Colombiano 
(Saco), to form a_ nationalized 
affiliate of Pan American World 
Airways, known as Avianca, This 
was the result of an effort to drive 
German interests out of the re- 
public when the Nazis embarked 
upon their futile conquest of 
civilization. 

Avianca, under Colombian man- 
agement and the supervision of 
PAA, developed into a_ strong 
airline and expanded until it 
covered the South American 
nation with a vast network of 
airlines, linking its important 
cities and making  connectibns 
with the trunk lines of PAA and 
Pan American-Grace Airways 
(Panagra), to all parts of the 
Western Hemisphere and the rest 
of the world. Progress was so 
rapid, in fact, that in Nov. 1945, 


Pan American World Airways re-|]. 


linquished its financial control of 
Avianca and turned its interests 
over to Colombians that control 
might be maintained by nationals 
of the country in which it oper- 
ates,

Active Work Started 
For 1947 International 
~ Samp Exhibition 


-At a meeting of the Association 
for Stamp Exhibitions, held at the 
Collectors Club of New York, on 
Wednesday, December 5, 1945, 
several plans for holding an Ine 
ternational Stamp Exhibition in 
New York in 1947, to celebrate the 
one hundredth anniversary of the 
United States postage stamp, were 
discussed. 

It was announced that Grand 
Central Palace could be secured 
for May, 1947, but no fall dates 
were available as had been hoped. 
The rental has been increased 
from the $8,000, paid in 1936, to 
$23,000, and all other expenses 
would be in proportion so that a 
hudget of $125,000 at least would 
be necessary to cover the increase 
ed expenses. 

In view of this, a committee ree 
presenting the American Stamp 
Dealers Association was organized 
to canvass the dealers to see if 
they would be willing to contri. 
bute to a guarantee fund, as well 
as to take a sufficent number of 
booths, and advertising in the pro- 
gram, to make it possible to hold 
a show successfully within thig 
budget. The collectors were to do 
likewise and it was hoped that 
with their combined efforts 2 
guarantee fund of at least $80,< 
000—$40,000 of which is to come 
from dealers, and a like sum from 
collectors—could be raised, Guare 
antees were to be limited to $1,- 
000, with only such portions call. 
ed for as might be necessary to 
finance the show. In 1936, only 
twenty-five per cent of the pledges 
were ever called for and even this 
amount was refunded after the 
show. 


As an alternate possibility it

but as the space here is gq 
limited it would probably be ne- 
cessary to secure space in adjoine 
ing buildings, such as the Vandere 
bilt Hotel, the Advertising Club, 
the Collectors Club, and possibly 
other buildings.

The artist is Arthur Szyk. 


ARTHUR SZYK 


In one way this great Polish artist is too well known to need any introduction. Some fourteen 
million members of the United States armed forces are familiar with his work for he has illustrated in his 
most effective way various War Department pamphlets, for which the Chief of Staff, General George C. 
Marshal, sent him, his and the nation’s thanks. 


When war broke out Arthur Szyk laid aside the peaceful pursuits of the artist and in a series of 
satiric cartoons proceeded to attack and expose the three headed “New Order.” At one time or another, over 
the past five years, hundreds of millions of allied citizens must have seen his work in nearly all the U.S.A. 
Canadian and British magazines, pounding away on the one theme; the infamy, bestiality and brutishness 
of Fascism and Nazism. One has to go back over a hundred years to the great Spanish artist Goya to find 
anything to compare with this brilliant series and they were successful indeed in their mission. Hitler per- 
sonally put a price on Arthur Szyk’s head. , 


Other drawings brought in large sums for many war fund charities or else helped sell war bonds, 
In fact an official of the U.S.A. Treasury Department stated that Mr. Szyk’s drawings sold more war bonds 
than any other advertisement. ‘ 


It is however in the field of decorative art and as a miniature painter that Mr. Arthur Szyk won recog- 
nition long before the war began; in these fields he is the acknowledged master, competent authorities and 
critics agree that he has no equal in this age and there certainly has been nothing in the past to compare 
with the work that he has produced. The London Times made the flat statement, concerning a book il 
lustrated by him, that it was the most beautifully illustrated book ever made by man! 


During the Washington Bicentennial celebration the Polish Government commissioned Arthur Szyk 
to do a series of miniatures on the Life and Times of George Washington and the Revolutionary War. 
These were offered to President Roosevelt and are now in the Roosevelt library at Hyde Park. Finally 
in 1931 the artist was invited by the League of Nations to illuminate the League Covenant. , 


Now that the war is over Mr. Szyk has resumed the “work for which he is famous. Readers of 
“Coronet” not long ago had several beautiful examples for their pleasure. This, the first of the Title 
Pages, is along different lines to his usual paintings, and yet no man is more competent to do full 
justice to the subject matter. Those close to him, who have seen this masterpiece, agree that it is one 
of his very finest accomplishments. Stamp collectors in particular are in for an extraordinary experience 
as they view for the first time this magnificent symbolic tribute in honor of the United States of America. 


The U.S.A. Title Page is being reproduced by one of the finest engraving and printing firms in the 
U.S.A. and will be available shortly at quite reasonable rates.

I also wish to take this opportunity to thank the numerous A.P.S. and S.P.A. and other philatelic 
society members, hundreds of dealers, and the very many thousands of collectors who have sent in 
their good wishes and support during the past year. Many have expressed an opinion that the Phila- 
telic Maps will help immeasurably in attracting new collectors to our hobby besides fulfilling their 
original purpose of giving added enjoyment in collecting stamps. My only regret is that during the 
past year we were handicaped here by war time labor difficulties. However, during the coming year 
the Philatelic Maps will be tufned out at a greatly increased rate.
